How Raitroaps are Burtt 1x Ecypt.—A corres- 
pondent of the New York Journal of Commerce 
writing from Cairo, describes the railroads from 
Alexandria to the Red Sea:

These, with 
small iron bars crossing the track, keep the rails 
fast. The railroad is 130 mils long, and is 
being extended to Suez, on the Red Sea, ail of 
which distance is completed, exceps forty mils next 
to Suez, and will be opened the entire distance Le- 
fore the close of the year.
